Supplemented Plan

Because of the large expendi-
ture which the development of
the comprehensive plan would
involve as an Immediate under-
taking, the engineering report
submits a supplementa! plan as
follows:

Construction of a concrete
conduit under Imperial Highway
from the Municipal Airport to
the intersection of Imperial High-
way and Doty avenue, and an
earth ditch from that point to
the harbor. The ditch would
have a bottom width of from 36
to 45 feet, and a water depth of
from seven to 10 feet. The en-
tire project would cost $1,942-
700.
“This earth channel could be
entirely constructed within the
ultimately required right of way,
and most of the work would fit
